"TELEVISION TROUBLE" 



Every sect was taken in the auditorium of 
the Electronic Research Institution. For almost 
an hour, Michael Benson, head of the Anti- 
Racket Bureau had been speaking to the mem- 
bers of the Eastern Television Dealers Associa- 
tion. And now he made his final statements. 

"Television today is both a necessity and o 
luxury. It is a necessity in the sense that it 
brings into every home entertainment, educa- 
tion, news of the day, and other features. It 
is a luxury In the sense that it brings to mil' 
lions what only a few decades ogo was not 
within the reach of the average man's pocket- 
book. Definitely, television is here to stay and 
it has reached its age of maturity. But with 
the tremendous growth of television there has 
been a corresponding growth in the various 
services needed to maintain the sets. 

Whenever anything goes wrong with the 
set, the average man or woman calls a service 
man to check on the set and see if repairs 
are necessary. If is with pride that 1 can say 
that the honesty and integrity of the overage 
service man is above par. But unfortunately 
there it the dishonest man who tries to work 
out a racket to make a quick dollar by fleecing 
the television set owner. I used the word un- 
fortunately in a double sense. First, it is un- 
fortunate that the set owner has to part with 
his hard earned money to such a scoundrel. 
Second, it is unfortunate, that the scoundrel 
himself is unable to see that by being honest 
be con make a decent living. Under our gran! 
of power, we can enter on our own initiative 
into a case when there is a federal law in- 
volved or when inter-state commerce, business, 
or activity is concerned. Upon the request of 
any local state subdivision we can also enter. 
Rest assured that our services ore at your com- 
mand should the occasion so arise." 

There was thunderous applause as the fam- 
ous man finished his speech. Later he went to 
the private office of Mr. Joseph Stern, presi- 
dent of the Eastern Television Dealers Assooa- 
tion.
